HE F rench king, and His 


eminence the cardinal MA- 


2ARIN E, came to view the fix- 
thouſand Engliſh near Charleroy; 


and ordered major- general Mo R- 


GAN, with the ſaid ſix-thouſand 
Engliſh, to march and make con- 
junction with marſhal ToxznNE' 8 
army, who, ſoon after the c 
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x 
junction, beleaguered a town, cal- 
led St. Venant, on the borders 
of Flanders. Marſhal TUREN NE 
having inveſted the towñ on the 
eaſt- ſide, and major-general Mor - 
GAN, with his ſix-thouſand Eng- 
liſh, and a brigade of French horſe 
on the weſt, the army incamped 
betwixt marſnal T URENNE'S ap- 
proaches and major-general Mox- 
GAN's; and, being to relieve count 
ScHoMBE RG,out ofthe approaches 
of the weſt-fide of the town, ma- 
Jor- general Mox AN marched in- 
to the approaches, with eight hun- 
dred Engliſh. The Engliſh, at that 
time, being ſtrangers in approaches, 
major- general MoxoAx inſtructed 
the officers and ſoldiers to take their

places by fifties, that thereby they 


might relieye the point to carry on 


the approaches, every hour,” In the 


mean time, whilſt we beſieged the 
town, the enemy had beleaguered 


a town, called Ardres, within five 
miles of Calais. In the evening, 


count SCHOMBERG, with fix no- 
blemen, came upon the point, to 
ſee how major- general Mox Ax 


carried on his approaches; but there 
happened a little confuſion, by the 


ſoldiers intermingling themſelves in 
the approaches, ſo as there was ne- 


ver an intire fifty to be called to 


the point. Count ScHoMBERG and 
and his noblemen taking notice 
thereof, major-general Moxa 
was much troubled, leaped upon

When Dunkirk was cloſe inveſted, 
marſhal TURENNE ſent a ſum- 
mons to the governor, the marquis 
DE LEDA, a great captain, and 
brave defender of a fiege ; but, the 
ſummons being anſwered with de- 
fhance, marſhal TURENNE imme- 
diately broke ground, and carried 
on the approaches onhisſide, whilſt 
the Engliſh did the ſame on their's; 
and, it is obſervable, the Engliſh 
had two miles to march every day, 
upon relieving their approaches. In 


this manner the approaches were car 


ried on, both by tlie French and Eng- 

liſh, for the ſpace oftwelve nights; ; 
when the marſhal Tu R E NN E 
had intelligence, that the prince 
of Co N D, the duke of Vo RK,

Don Jonx of Auſtria, and the 
prince DE LION, were at the head 


of thirty- thouſand horſe and foot, 


with reſolution to relieve Dun-

Immediately upon this intelli- 
gence, marſhal TURENNE, and ſe- 


veral noblemen of France, went to 


the king and cardinal at M ardyke, 


and acquainted his eminence there- 
with ; and defired his majeſty, and 
his eminence the cardinal, to with- 
draw their perſons into ſafety, and 
leave their orders: his majeſty an- 


ſwered, that he knew no better 
place of ſafety; than at the head of 


his army ; but ſaid it was conveni- 
ent the cardinal ſhould withdraw

to Calais, Then marſhal Tu- 
RENNE and the noblemen made 
anſwer, they could not be ſatisfied, 
except his majeſty withdrew him- 
ſelf into ſafety ; which was aſſent- 
ed to; and the king and cardinal, 
marching to Calais, left open or- 
ders with marſhal TURENNE, 
that, if the enemy came on, be 
ſhould give battle, or raiſe the 
 liege, as he ſhould be adviſed by: a 


council of war. 


The enemy came to Bruges, and 
then marſhal TVRENNE thought 
it high time to call a council of 
war, which conſiſted of eight no- 
blemen, eight lieutenant-generals, 
and ſix marſhals du camp; but ne- 
B 2 
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verſent toambaſſador Lock HART, 

or major- general MoR AN. The 
whole ſenſe of the council of war 
was, that it was great danger to 
the crown of France, to hazard a 
battle in that ſtreight country, full 
of canals and ditches of water; and, 
ſeveral reaſons being ſhewn to that 
purpoſe, it ran through the coun- 
cil of war, to raiſe the ſiege, if the 

enemy came on. Within half an 
hour after the council of war was 


riſen, major- general MoRG AN had 


the reſult of it in his camp, and 
went immediately to ambaſſador 
Lock HART , to know if he heard 
any thing of it: he ſaid he heard 
n of it; and complained,

that he was much afflicted with the 
| ſtone; gravel, and ſome other im- 


pediments. Major-general Moxk- 
ca aſked him to go with him 


the next morning to the head - quar- 
ters: he ſaid he would, if he were 
able. 


Next morning, marſhal Tu- 
RE NN ſent a nobleman, toambaſ- 


ſador LoCKHART and major gene- 


Mon AN, to deſire them to come 


to a ſecond council of war. Im- 


mediately, therefore, ambaſſador 


LockHART and  major-general 
MorGan went with the noble- 


man to marſhal TuRENNE'scamp; 


and, by that time they came there, 
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the council of war was ready to fit 
down in marſhal TURENNE's 
tent, 


Marſhal TURENNE ſatisfied the 

council of war, that he had forgot 
to ſend for ambaſſador Loc x- 
HART and major- general MoR- 
GAN to the firſt council of war, 
and therefore thought fit to call 
this, that they might be ſatisfied; 
and then put the queſtion, whe- 
ther, if the enemy, come on, he 
ſhould make good the fiege on the 
Newport-fide, and give them bat- 
tle; or raiſe the fiege? and requir- 
ed they ſhould give their rcaſons 
for either. The marſhals du 
camp ran away with it clearly to

raiſe the ſiege, alleging what dan- 
ger it was to the crown of France, 
to hazard a battle within ſo ſtreight 
a country, full of canals and ditch- 
es of water; farther alleging, that, 
if the enemy came upon the rock, 
they would cut between marſhal 
TuRENNE's and major-general 
MorGan's camps, and prevent 
their conjunction. Two of the 
lieutenant- generals ran along with 
the marſhals du camp, and ſhew- 
ed the ſame reaſons: but major- 
general Mok Ax, finding it was 
high time to ſpeak, and that o- 
therwiſe it would go round the 
board, roſe u p, and deſired, though 
out of courſe, that he might declare 
his mind, in oppoſition to What the 
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marſhals du camp and the two 
| lieutenant generals had declared. 
Marſhal TuRENNE told him he 
ſhould have freedom to ſpeak his 
thoughts. Then major- general 
MoRGAN ſpake, and ſaid, that the 

reaſons, the marſhals du camp 
and the two lieutenant- generals had 
given for raiſing the ſiege, were no 
reaſons; for the ſtreightneſs of the 
country was as good for the French 
and Engliſh, as for the enemy: and, 
whereas they alleged, that, if the 
enemy came on the bank between 
Fiurnes and Dunkirk, they would 
cut between Marſhal TURENNE's 


camps; major-general Mok GAN 
replied, it was impoſlible, for they

21 
could not march upon the bank a- 
bove eight a- breaſt; and farther 

he alleged, that marſhal I- 
 RENNE'S artillery and ſmall ſhot 

would cut them off at pleaſure :

kirk, but that they would make a 
bridge of boats over the channel, 
in an hour and half, and croſs their 
army upon the ſands of Dunkirk, 
to offer marſhal TURENNE bat- 
Ae. 


Farther, major- general Me OR= 
GAN did allege, what a diſhon- 
our it would be to the crown of 
France to have ſummoned the ci- 


ty of Dunkirk, and broke ground -

and run away; and he deſired the 
council of war would conſider, 
that, if they raiſed the ſiege, the 
alliance with England would be 
broken, the ſame hour.

23 
tle, and faid, that he would ven- 
ture the ſix-thouſand Engliſh, e- 
very ſoul. Upon which, marſhal 
TURENNE conſulted the noble- 
men that fat next him; and it was 
defired, that major-general Mo k- 
GAN might walk a turn or two 
without the tent; and he ſhould 
be called immediately. After he 
had walked two turns, he was call- 
ed in: as ſoon as he came in, mar- 
ſhal TRE NNE ſaid, that he 
had conſidered his reaſons, and 
that himſelf and the council of 
Var reſolved to give battle to the 
© enemy, if they came on, and to 
maintain the ſiege on Newport- 
' * ſide; and that major-general 
© MoRGAN was to make conjun- 
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c Ds with the French army.” 


Mæjor- general Mo x GA N then ſaid, 
that, with God's affiſtance, we 


| ſhould be able to deal with them. 


The very next day, at four in 
the afternoon, the Spaniſh army 


| had made a bridge of boats, croſ- 


fed their army on the ſands of 
Dunkirk, and drew up into batta- 


lia, within two miles of marſhal 


TURENNE's lines, before he 
knew. any thing of them. Imme- 


diately, all the French horſe drew 


out to face the enemy at a mile's 


diſtance; and marſhal TuREN N E 


ſent immediate orders to major-ge- 
neral Mor GAN, to march into his 
camp, with the fix-thouſand Eng-

The next day, about eight of the 

clock, marſhal TUKENNE gave

orders to break avenues on both the 


lines, that the army might march 
out in battalia, Major-general 
Mok GAN ſet his ſoldiers to break 
avenues for their marching out in 
battalia likewiſe, Several officers 
being with him, as he was looking 
on his ſoldiers at work, ambaſſa- 
dor LoCKHART comes up, with a 
white cap on his head, and faid to 
major-general Moxa N, © You 
© ſee what a condition I am in, I 
© am not able to give you any aſſi- 
C | 
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© ſtance this day; you are the old- 
fer ſoldier, and the greateſt part of 
* the work of this day muſt lie up- 
© on your ſhoulders.” Upon which 
the officers ſmiled ;- and ſo he bid 
God be with us,” and went away 
with the lieutenant- general of the 
horſe, that was upon our left wing; 
from which time we never ſaw him, 
till we were in purſuit of the enemy. 
When the avenues were cleared, 
both the French and Engliſh army 
marched out of the lines towards 
the enemy. We were forced to 
march up in four lines (for we had 
not room enough to wing, for the 
canal between Furnesand Dunkirk, 
and the ſea) till we had marched 
above half a mile; then we came

to a halt on riſing hills of ſand, and, 

g having more room, took i in two of 
our lines. | 


 Major-jeneral] Morxoan; ſeeing | 
the enemy plain in battalia, ſaid, be- 
fore the head of the army, ſee ! 
© yonder are the gentlemen you 
© have to trade withal.“ Upon 
which the whole brigade of Engliſh 
gave a ſhout of rejoicing, that made 
a roring eccho betwixt the ſea and 
the canal. Thereupon, the mar- 
ſhal Tux ENNE came up, with a- 
bove an hundred noblemen, toknow 
what was the matter and reaſon of 
that great ſhout. Major-general 
Mok AN told him, it was an uſu- 
al cuſtom of the red- coats, when 
gt 
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they ſaw the enemy, to rejoice. 


Marſhal TuREN NE anſwered, 
© they were men of brave reſoluti- 
* on and courage.“ After which, 


marſhalTuREN NE returning tothe 


head of his army, we put on to our 
march again. At the ſecond halt, 


the whole brigade of Engliſn gave 


a ſhout, and caſt up their caps in- 
to the air, ſaying, they would 


have better hats before night,” 
Marſhal TuRENNE, upon that 


ſhout, came up again, with ſeveral 
noblemen and officers of the army, 


. admiring the reſolution of the Eng- 


liſh, at which time we were with- 
in three quarters of a mile of the 


enemy in battalia. Marſhal Tu-

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- RENNE deſired major-general 
Mok GA N, that, at the next halt, 
he would keep even front with the 
French, for, ſays he, I do intend 
© to halt at ſome diſtance, that we 
may ſee how the enemy is drawn 
© up, and take our advantage ac- 
* cordingly.” Major-general Mor- 
Gan demanded of his excellency, 
© whether he would ſhock the 
© whole army at one daſh, or try 
© one wing firſt? marſhal Tu- 
KRENNE'S reply was, © that, as to 
that queſtion, he could not reſolve 
him yet, till he came nearer the 

enemy. Major-general Mok GAN 
defired the marſhal, not to let him g 

languiſh for orders, ſaying, that

Marſhal Tu k Ex xz faid, he would 
either come himſelf and give or- 
ders, or ſend a lieutenant-general; 
and ſo marſhal TUREN Ne part-

my. In the mean time, major- ge- : 
neral MoxGAN gave orders to the i 
colonels and leading officers, to have 
a ſpecial care, that, when the 
French came to a halt, they keep 
even front with them; and farther 
told them, if they could not ob- 
ſerve the French, they ſhould take 
notice when he lifted up his hat 
(for he marched ſtill above three- 
ſcore before the center of the bo- 
dies:) but, when the French came 
to halt, it ſo happened, that the 
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Engliſh preſſed upon their leading- 


officers, ſo that they came up un- 


der the ſhot of the enemy: but, 


when they ſaw that major- general 
Monk Ax was in a paſſion, they 


put themſelves to a ſtand. Major- 
general MoxGAN could ſoon have 
remedied their forwardneſs, but he 
was reſolved he would not loſe one 
foot of ground he had advanced, 


but would hold it as long as he could. 


We were ſo near the enemy, the 


ſoldiers fell into great friendſhip, 


one aſking, is ſuch an officer in your 


army? another, is ſuch a ſoldier in 


yours? and this paſſed on both ſides. 


Major-general Mok dax endured 
this friendſhip for a little while, 
and then came up to the center of 


— NE > 
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the bodies, and demanded, how 
long that friendſhip would conti- 
nue? and told them further, that, 
for any thing they knew, they 
would be cutting one another's 
throats, within a minute of an hour, 
The whole brigade anſwered, their 
friendſhip ſhould continue no long- 
er than he pleaſed. Then major- 
general MoRGan bid them tell 
the enemy, no more friendſhip : 
prepare your buff-coats and ſcarfs, 
for we will be with you ſooner | 
than you expect us. Immediately 
after the friendſhip was broke, the 
enemy poured a volley of ſhot in- 
to one of our battalions, wounded 
three or four, and one dropped. 


The major- general immediately 


0 
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ſent the adjutant-general to mar- 
ſhal TuRENNE for orders, whether 
he ſhould charge the enemy's right 
wing, or whether marſhal Tu- 

RENNE would engage the enemy's 
left wing, and adviſed the adjutant- 
general not to ſtay, but to acquaint 
marſhal TURENNE, that we were 
under the enemy's ſhot, and had 
received ſome prejudice : already; 
but there was no return of the ad- 
jutant-general, nor orders. By and 
by the enemy poured in another 
volley of ſhot into another of our 
battalions, and wounded two or 
three. Major- general Mox OA, ob- 
ſerving the enemy mending faults, 

and opening the intervals of the 
foot, to bring horſe in, which would 
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have made our work more difficult, 
called all the colonels and officers 
of the field together, before the 

center of the bodies, and told them, 

he had ſent the adjutant-general 

for orders, but, when he ſaw there 

was no hope of orders, he told them, 
if they would concur with him, he 

would immediately charge the e- 
nemy's right wing: their anſwer 
was, they were ready whenever 
© he gave orders. He told them, 
he would try the right wing with 
the blue regiment, and the four- 
hundred firelocks, which were in 
the interval of the French horſe; 
and wiſhed all the field-officers: to 
be ready at their ſeveral poſts. Ma- 
jor- general MoR GAN gave orders, 
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that the other five regiments ſhould: 


not move from their ground, ex- 


cept they ſaw the blue regiment, 
the white, and the four-hundred 
firelocks ſhocked the enemy's right 
wing off of their ground, and, far- 


ther, ſhewed the ſeveral colonels 


what colours they were to charge, 
and told them moreover, that, if 
© he was not knocked on the head, 
© he would come to them.” In like 


manner, as faſt as he could, he ad- 


moniſhed the whole brigade, and 


told them, they were to look in 
the face of an enemy who had vio- 
lated, and endeavoured to take a- 
Way their reputation, and that they 


had no other way, but to fight it 


out to the laſt man, or to be kill-

HART, till we were in purſuit of 
the enemy; and then we could ſee 
him amongſt us very briſk, without 
his white cap on his head, and nei- 
ther troubled with gravel or ſtone. 
When we were at the end of the 


purſuit, Marſhal TR EN NE, and 


above a hundred officers of the ar- 


my, came up to us, quitted their 
horſes, embraced the officers, and 


faid, they never ſaw a more glori- 
ous action in their lives, and that 


they were ſo tranſported with the 
fight of it, that they had no power 


to move, or do any thing. Aud this 
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: high compliment we had for our 
pains. In a word, the French ar- 

my did not ſtrike one ſtroke in the 
battle of Dunkirk, only the ſix- 
thouſand Engliſh. After we had 
' done purſuing the enemy, major- 
general Mok AN rallied his forces, 
and marched over the ſands where 
he had ſhocked them at firſt; to ſee 
what ſlaughter there was made. But 
ambaſſador LoCKHART went into 
the camp as faſt as he could, to 
write his letters for England, of 
what great fervice he had done, | 
! which was juſt nothing. Marſhal 
| TURENNE and major-general 

Mon Ax brought the armies cloſe 
to inveſt Dunkirk again, and to car- 
ry on the approaches, The mar- 
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quis DE LI DA happened to be 
in the counterſcarp, and received 


an accidental ſhot, whereof he died; 


and the whole gariſon, being diſ- 
couraged at his death, came to ca- 


pitulate in few days; ſo the town 
was ſurrendered, and ambaſſador 
Lock HART marched into it with 
two regiments of Engliſh for a ga- 
riſon; but major- general Mor GA 
kept the field, with marſhal Tu- 
RENNE, with his other four regt- 
ments of Engliſh. 


The next a was Bergen St. | 


Winock, ſix miles from Dunkirk, 


which marſhal Tu RENNE belea- 


guered with the French army, and 


the four regiments of Engliſh; and,

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in four or five days ſiege, Bergen 
St, Winock was taken upon capi- 
tulation, Marſhal TURENNE did 
reſt the army for two days after, 
and then reſolved to marchthrough 
the heart of Flanders, and take 
what towns he could, that cam- 
paign. 

The next town we took was 
Furnes, the next Menin, after that 
Oudenard; and, in a word, eight 
towns, beſides Dunkirk and Ypres; 
for, ſo ſoon as the red-coats came 

near the counterſcarp, there was 
nothing but a capitulation, and a 
ſurrender preſently : all the towns 
we took were towns of ſtrength, 
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any miſcarriage by the Engliſh, and 
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The laſt ſiege we made was be- 
fore the city of Ypres, where the 
prince pz Lie Nx had caſt himſelf 


in before, for the defence of that ci- 


ty, with two-thouſand five-hun- 
dred horſe and dragoons : beſides, 


there were in the city four-thou- 


ſand burghers, all proper young 
men, under their arms, ſo that the 
gariſon did conſiſt of fix-thouſand 


five-hundred men. Marſhal Tu- 
RENNE ſent in a ſummons, which 


was anſwered with a defiance: then 
marſhal TUREN NE brokeground, 


and carried on two approaches to- 


wards the counterſcarp: major- ge- 


neral MoRGAN went into the ap- 


proaches every night, for fear of 
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came out of the approaches at ſun- 


riſing to take his reſt, for then the 
ſoldiers had done working. The 
fourth morning, major - general 
MokGAN went to take his reſt in 
his tent, but, within half an hour 


afterwards, marſhal TURENNE- 
ſent a nobleman to him, to deſire 


him to come to ſpeak with him, 


When themajor-generalcame, there 
were above a hundred noblemen 


and officers of the army walking a- 


bout his tent. And his gentlemen 


had decked a room for his excel- 
lency with his ſumpter-cloths, in 
which homely place there were a- 
bout twenty officers of the army 
with him; but, as ſoon as major- 
general MoRGAN came, marſhal 
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TURENNE deſired all of them to 
retire, for he had ſomething to com- 
municate to the major-general.The 
room was immediately cleared, and 
marſhal TURENNE turned the 
gentlemen of his chamber out, and 
ſhut the door himſelf. When this 
was done, he deſired the major-ge- 
neral to fit down by him, and the 
firſt news that he ſpake of, was, 
that he had certain intelligence, 
that the prince of ConDEt and Don 
Jon of Auſtria were at the head 
of eleven-thouſand horſe, and four- 
thouſand foot, within three leagues 
of his camp, and reſolved to break 
through one of our quarters, to re- 
lieve the city of Vpres; and there- 
fore he deſired major-general MoR- 
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GAN, to have all the Engliſh un- 
der their arms every night at ſun- 

ſet, and the French army ſhould 
be ſo likewiſe. Major-general 
 MoRGAN replied, and ſaid, that 
© the prince of Cox DE and Don 
© Jon of Auſtria were great cap- 
© tains, and that they might dodge 
© with marſhal Tu RE NNE to fa- 
; tigue his army.“ The major-ge- 
neral farther ſaid, that, if he did 
© keep the army three nights to 
« that hard ſhift, they would not 
care who did knock them on the 
© head, Marſhal TURENNE re- 
plied, © we muſt do it, and ſur- 
© mount all difficulty. The ma- 
jor-general deſired to know of his 
excellency, whether he was cer- 
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tain the enemy was ſo near him; 
he anſwered, he had two ſpies 
came juſt from them, Then ma- 
jor-general Mor GAN told him, his 
condition was ſomewhat deſperate, 
and ſaid, that a deſperate diſeaſe 
muſt have a deſperate cure. His 
excellency aſked, what he meant? 
major-general Mor Gan did offer 
him, to attempt the countericarp 
upon an aſſault, and fo put all 
things out of doubt with expediti- 
on. The major-general had no 
ſooner ſaid this, but marſhal Tu- 
EN NE joined his hands, and 
looked up through the boards to- 
wards the heavens, and ſaid, did 
eber my maſter, the king of 
© France, or the king of Spain, at- 
. tempft 
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© tempt a counterſcarp upon an af- 
* fault, where there were three 


© half-moons covered with cannon, 


and the ramparts of the town play- 
ing point- blank into the counter- 
c ſcarp: farther he ſaid, * what will 
the king my maſter think of me, 
if I expoſe his army to theſe ha- 
* zZards?” And he roſe up, and fell 
into 4 paſſion, ſtamping with his 
feet, and ſhaking his locks, and 
grinning with his teeth; he ſaid, 


major-general MoRo Ax had made 


him mad. But, by degrees, he 


cooled, and aſked the major- gene- 


ral, whether he would ſtay to din - 


ner with him: but the major-general 
begged his pardon, for he had ap- 
pointed ſome of the officers to eat 
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a piece of beefat his tent that day. 
His excellency aſked him, if he 
would meet him at two of the clock, 
at the opening of the approaches ? 
The major-general ſaid, he would 
be punctual but defired he would 
bring none of his train with him 
(for it was uſually a hundred no- 
blemen with their feathers and rib- 
bands) becauſe, if he did, he would 
have no opportunity, to take a view 
of the counterſcarp ; for the ene- 
nemy would diſcover them, and 

fire inceſſantly. His excellency 
ſaid, he would bring none, but two 
or three of the lieutenant generals, 
Major-gencral MoRGAN was at the 
place appoin nted a quarter of an 
5 hour before his excellency, and chen 
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his excellency came, with eight no- 
blemen, and three heutenant-gene- 
rals, and took a place to view the 


counterſcarp : after he had looked _ 


a conſiderable time upon it, he 
turned about, and looked upon the 
noblemen and lieutenant-generals, 


and ſaid, I do not know what to 
* ſay to you; here is major-general 
Moka has put me cut of my 


© wits, for he would have me a:- 
tempt yonder counterſcarp upon 


an aſſault.“ None of the noblemen 


or lieutenants made any reply to 
him, but count SCHoMBERG, ſay- 


ing, my lord, I think major -ge-"

1 thing to your: lordſhip but what 
© nc thinks feaſible, and he knows 
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_ © he has good fighting men. Up- 


on this marſhal TuREN NE aſked 
major-general MoRGAN, how ma- 


ny Engliſh he would venture? the 


major-general ſaid, that he would 


venture ſix-hundred common men, 


beſides officers, and fifty pioneers. 
Marſhal TRE R NE ſaid, that ſix- 
hundred of monſieur LA FERTE's 
army, and fiſty pioneers, and 


fix hundred of his own army, 


and fifty pioneers more, would 
make better than two thou- 
ſand men: major-general Mo x- 
GAN replied, * they were abun- 
dance to carry it, with God's aſ- 


ſiſtance. Then his excellency ſaid 


he would acquaint the king and his 


eminence, that major-general Mok-

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GAN had put him upon that deſ- 
perate deſign: major- general MoR= 
GAN deſired his pardon, for it was 


in his power to attempt it, or not 


to attempt it: but, in the cloſe, 
marſhal TU RENNE ſaid to the ma- 


| jor-general, that he muſt fall into 5 
monſieur LA FERTE's approaches, 


and that he ſhould take the

His excellency 
ſaid, that he would never be able 
to endure their firing, but that 
they would kill half his men, be- 
fore he could come to the counter- 
ſcarp; the major- general ſaid, that 
he had an invention, that the ene- 
my ſhould not perceive him, till he 
had his hands upon the ſtockadoes. 
Next, his excellency ſaid, for the 
ſignal, there ſhall be a captain of 
monſieur LA FE RT E's, with twen- 
ty firelocks, ſhall leap upon the 
point, and cry, Sa ſa vive le roy 
de France; and, upon that noiſe, 
all were to fall on together. But 
major- general MoRGAN oppoſed 
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that ſignal, ſaying, the enemy would 
thereby be alarmed, and then he 
ſhould hardly endure their firing. 


His excellency replied then, that 
he would give no ſignal at all, but 


the major-general ſhould give it, 
and he would not be perſuaded o- 


therwiſe. Then the major- gene- 


ral deſired his excellency, that he 
would give orders to them in the 


SY approaches, to keep themſelves in 


readineſs againſt ſun-ſet, for, at the 
ſhutting of the night, he would 
fall on: he likewiſe deſired his ex- 
cellency, that he would order a ma- 
jor out of his own approaches, and 
another out of monſieur LA 
FERTE's approaches, to ſtand by 
him; and, when he ſhould be ready 
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to fall on, he would diſpatch the 
two majors into each of the ap- 
proaches, that they might be rea- 
dy to leap out, when the major- 
general paſſed between the two ap- 
proaches, with the commanded 
| Engliſh. Juſt at ſun- ſet, marſhal 
TuRENNE came himſelf, and told 
the major-general, he might fall on 
when he ſaw his own time. The 
ma) jor-general replied, he would fall 

on juſt at the ſetting of the night, 

and when the duſk. of the evening 
came on. The major-general made 
the Engliſh ſtand to their arms, and 
divided them into bodies; a ca- 
ptain at the head of the pioneers, 
and the major-general and a colo- 
rel, at the head of the two batta- 
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lions; he ordered the two battali- | 


ens, and the pioneers, each man to 


take up a long faſcine upon their 
muſquets and pikes, and then they 
were three ſmall groves of: wood. 

| Immediately the major-general 
commanded the two majors to go 

to their approaches, and that they 
ſhould leap out, ſo ſoon as they 
ſhould ſee the major-general march 
between their approaches, The 


major-generaldid order the two bat- 


talions, when they came within 


threeſcore of the ſtockadoes, to ſlip 
their faſcines, and fall on. But ſo 


it happened, that the F rench ne- 5 


ver moved out of their approaches, 


till ſach. time as major-general 


Mon GAN had overpowered the e- 
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nemy. When the pioneers came 
within fight of the ſtockadoes, they 
1 ſlipped the faſcines down, and fell 
on; the major-general and the o- 
ther two battalions were cloſe to 
them , and, when the ſoldiers began 
to lay their hands on the ſtockadoes, 
they tore them down for the length 
of ſix ſcore, and leaped pell-mell 
into the counter ſcarp amongſt the 
enemy; abundance of the ene- 
my were drowned in the moat, 
and many taken priſoners, with two 
(German princes, and the counter- 
Fearp cleared; the French were in 
their approaches all this time; then 
the Engliſh fell on upon the half- 
moons, and immediately the red- 
coats were on the top of them,

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throwing the enemy into the moat, 
and turning the cannon upon the 
town; thus the two half-moons 
were ſpeedily taken: after the man- 
ning of the half-moons, he did ral- 
ly all the Engliſh, with intention 
to lodge them upon the counter- 
ſcarp, that he might be free of the 
enemy's ſhot the next morning; 
and they left the other half- moon 
for marſhal TURE NNE's party, 
which was even before their ap- 
proaches. | 5 


Then the F rench fell on upon | 
the other half- moon, but were beat- 
en of, The raajor-general conſi- 
dered, that that half-moon would 
gall him in the day-time, and there-

neral; and, when he met with 
him, he was much troubled the
